A Deaf Amateur Breeder of Fancy 
Poultry. 

•• Say nothing and saw wood," 
is the motto of Jack Bertram en- 
graver for The Oregom'an and ama- 
tend poultry raiser, on his ranch of 
four lots at 10,418 Forty ninth Ave- 
nue S. E , in L«uts 

To say that this motto lias proved 
successful would be putting It mild- 
ly, for in addition to being a good 
engraver Mr. Bertram has been cap- 
turing ptizes at all the big poultry 
shows of the northwest with his 
white Plymouth Rocks. 

There are two reasons why Mr. 
Bertram chose the motto which 
heads this story. First, he is a man 
of action rather than words by na 
Hire, and secondly, he is a mute as a 
result of a stroke of paralysissuffered 
years ago. Mr Bertram i« one of 
those men that Kipling tells about 
who can look defeat in the face and 
smile and then start all over again. 
When a youth he was widely known 
as a singer and apparently had a 
brilliant career ahead of him. Then 
came the stroke of paralysis which 
ruined his chances in that line. But 
Instea f of letting such a misfortune 
kill his ambition he began to raise 
chickens and is now achieving as 
brilliant a success in poultry raising 
as he might olhei wise have made as 
a singer. 

Mr. Bertram started in ten years 
ago to build the foundation for the 
present flock of 75 chickens which 
t his year took 55 prizes since August 
26, on I he one variety. This is con 
sideied a remarkable record among 
poult.rymen, especially considering 
the size of the flock. 

It was a number of years befote 
he was able to win any prizes, hut 
lie persisted and gradually improv- 
ed his flock until he begin by win 
ing a few priz-s at Gresham and 
later at the State fair. This year 
he entered 18 birds at the State fair 
at Salem and won four firsts, four 
seconds anil three thirds. Only- 
two of the birds entered failed to 
win a prizes. At the Washington 
State fair his his success was even 
greater, lie entered 14 birds and 
won four firsts, three seconds, three 
t hi ills and four specials. He has 
had the best pen in the show 
two years running al the M 
noniah County fair at Gresham. 

"ChickPii rasing is a go,„l hobby 
and helps you to forget your 
troubles," said Mi. Bertram, or 
rather he wrote out the remark on 
a sheet of paper. 

He estimates that he made 
approximately $250 from the flook 
of 75 birds during the last yaar, in 
addition to having all tbe eggs he 
and his wife and two childien oared 
to eat. He says that he now lias 
the basis for a valuable flock. — Ihe 
Sunday Oregonian, October 16.

This remarkable Episode out of 
the late European War occured when 
some of the wealthly families of Pe- 
trograd, Russia, were obliged to send 
upwards of a thousand of their under- 
nourished and sickly children to 
Siberia in the Spring of 1917, to be 
quartered iu the farming community 
of the Province of Minsk, for the 
summer. When autumn came on 
these children could not return to 
their homes because of fighting 
armies aud destruction of railroads. 
These condition drove them into tbe 
Ural Mountain regions where they 
suffered from hunger and exposure. 
Over 200 of the children died before 
Spring. The Minsk Government 
then put the remainder into the 
charge of the ' ' American Red Cross 
Society," who with difficulty tran- 
sported them to " Russian Island," 
near Vladivostok. There they were 
housed in fine large Barracks, built 
for the soldiers of the Russo-Japanese 
War, and here they staid for a long 
time. At first the children, aged 
from 11 to 17 years, were as wholly 
uudiscipline and as wild as Indians. 
Their subjection and discipline was 
accomplished by the ' ' Scout 
System." In time they were taught 
loyality to their Country, to honor 
their Flag, to have a clean mind, and 
to be obedient and self reliant. Con- 
sequently, the children were gra- 
dually inspired with true moral 
principles. The wonderful Scout 
System made a well organized body 
of these 8co Russian children. Dur- 
ing tbeir stay on Rusaian Island, 
the Red Cross, in co-operation with 
the school authorities of Vladivo- 
stok, established excellent schools 
Teachers of artistic talent were 
found among the hungary Austriau 
prisoners. They were supplied with 
maps charts and taught a variety of 
important sudjects Fifteen of the 
girls, aged about 1 8 years, were plac- 
ed iu one of the Red Cross Hospitals 
to be trained as nnrses' aids. Ten 
other girls were trained for teachers. 
Many of the' boys graduated from a 
Commercial School and Gymnasium 
Everthing was done for their educa- 
tion They had a band, an orche- 
stra and held weekly dances 

As most of the children were 
Orthodox Greek Catholics, the 
Archbishop of Vladivostok under- 
took to encourage them to the ob- 
servance of their own religion. 
The dilapidated chapel of the Island 
was restored and a resident Priest 
installeu to conduct services and 
supervise their religious instruction. 
A choir of fifty voices and twenty 
instruments was organized. 

After a long stay on Russian 
Island, these children, then number- 
lug 77 7 1 were taken away by the 
Ameriean Red Cross, under Minsk 
authority, on a Steamship stopping 
three days at San Francisco, then 
via Panama Canal to New York, and 
from there via France to Finland. 
A Japanese Steamer was engaged at 
Vladivostok, by the Red Cross So- 
ciety, for their transportation. At 
Finland they were quartered in tbe 
Government Sanatorium. The Red 
Cross Leader then sent circulars to 
Petrograd, telling of the retnrnof 
these children The final result 
was that the Soviet Government 
claimed tbe children, and they were 
restored to their families, where it 
was at all possible. This " circling 
around the Globe ' ' of these children 
with their education in Russian Is- 
land and on shipboard, also with 
their many experiences in San Fran- 
cisco, New York and many other 
ports, where they secured much 
attention, must have been of vital 
importance in the development of 
these unlucky little ones. Since 
that period, nothing definite has 
been heard of these girls and boys. 
Judging from late reliable reports, 
social conditions in Petrograd and 
Russia are delorable , because of the 
scarcity and cost of food, because of 
sickness, but more especially because 
of the tyranny and cruelty of the 
Soviet authorities there. Persoual 
liberty is debarred. The heartless- 
ness of the Soviet authorities is 
dreadful. All social conditions are 
deplorable and famine reigns even 
in Petrograd, as elsewhere. 

As God reigns, Russia must even- 
tually be redeemed from the Slavery 
and from the wickeduess and dia 
bolical maduess of the Soviet Rulers. 
This enormous mass of Russian 



wholly torn away from Social, Eco- 
nomic and Family ties and Love. 
Justice must eventually be restored, 
and thrift and industry and good 
government begin prosperity and 
happiness in Russia, under the 
over-ruling Providence of Almighty 
God.

The police are still searching dili- 
gently but fruitlessly for relatives of 
John Young, instantly killed Octo- 
ber t&tb, when struck at tbe corner 
of Milwaukee and Ohio by a large 
car driven by Morris Oodrosky, aged 
19 or 30, living at 5321 Michigan 
Avenue. The car waa going at a 
high rate of speed, while turning the 
corner, yet a corouor's jury on the 
27th brought in'a verdict of accident- 
al death. If a deaf man is kilted by 
an auto, it is an " accident." 

Tbe Police sent wires to North 
Dakota, Denver, Hayes Springs, 
Kansas, St. Louis, Montreal, and 
Atkiu, Canada, without dieting 
any definite information regarding 
bis relatives. 

In tbe few days Young had been 
here before his death, he had told 
varioua and conflicting stories to 
various silents These the silents 
retold the officer*, resulting in a 
game of ring-around-tbs-rosey. 

Had there been any doubt aa to 
how Young met his death, instead 
of a simple scene in broad daylight — 
testified to before tbe corouor's jury 
by five witnesses — it might have 
looked aa tbe we deaf were in league 
to cover up a Black Hand crime aa 
the Italians of the 18th Ward are 
doing.

be located and sent voltage? Where 
was be going to work st his trade of 
goldsmith, or rather where waa be 
working — for he reported be had 
secured a $75 per week job a few 
days before killed? 

The police unearthed varioua 
John B. Youngs sad John C. 
Youngs, and John D. Youngs in 
various cities, but whieb is which 



and how — that has them guessing. 
Wednesday they wired the Journal 
to insert an advertisement, asking 
for information as to Young — age 
35 to 45; height about 5.6.. 

[Tbe Journal has not received 
any advertisement as related above. | 
The body was so badly decompos 
ed -that interrment was necessacy 
October 28, way out in Glen Oak 
Cemetery— some 17 miles from Chi- 
cago. Only one auto load of silents 
accompanied the hearse ; Rev 
Hasenstab conducting the service. 

Moral— Deaf folks should always 
carry their own name and address in 
their pocket; when travelling they 
should also keep a penciled notation 
of where they left their baggage, and 
where they are stopping. And, if 
possible, carry $349 — the police will 
find it bandy in telegraphiug to 
relatives and paying for the funeral. 
By a coincidence, the Sunday be- 
fore John Young was killed, he and 
James R. Sterling called on R. 
Ritchie. Both men were hit by 
autoe inside the next four days. 
John killed on Tuesday and James 
hit Thursday by an auto, which bad- 
ly crushed his foot.

Hundreds of young girls 
ahd married women are working 
here in Atlnnta for no other purpose 
than to earn a little "pin-money," 
or from a desire to get away from 
home, while the girl that really needs 
the job has to beg for work". This 
holding down of such jobs when 
there is no actual need for it applies 
to the deaf as well as tbe hearing, 
several of this class being at work 
here in this city, who do not need 
tbe job, or has any business filling 
it. Woman's rightful place is at 
home, and in our-opiuion, unless 
absolute neccessity compells, should 
stay there and leave the jobs to their 
leas fortunate sisters. We hope that 
this campaign of reform started by 
the Y. W. C. A. will be resultant of 
some good. It would do a good 
thing if we had a law prohibiting 
women and girl's from working un- 
leas compelled through adverse 
circumstances to do so. Had we 
such a law on our statute right now, 
there would be fewer "jobless men " 
Every news report of the arrest or 
the trial and convinction of some 
young fellow charged with crime 
should serve as a general reminder 
of the fact that the straight way 
through life is always the easiest 
and best and that " the way of the 
transgressor is hard." Occasion! y 
we read about some burglar, safe 
blower or swindler who made a 
"big haul" and escaped arrest, 
presumably to live a life of ease in 
the enjoyment of his ill-gotten 
wealth; but it is doubtful if wealth 
attained by such means Is 
enjoyed by the thief, regardless of 
his security— if, in fact, it Is not a 
continuous torment to his soul aud 
conscience. At that, however, few 
get away. Many escape arrest for 
the time being, it is true, but there 
are few who commit crime but

This scribe has resided in Atlanta 
fo- over thirty years and h is visited 
Stone Mountain on numerous oc- 
casions, but not until a recent Sun- 
day afternoon had we viewed the far 
side of this mass of solid rock. We 
found it a sight well worth the visit, 
and we wondered if the Frat conven 
ton delgates and visitors had seen 
this part of the gigantic rock during 
their visit last July. After driving 
our car for about one and a half mile 
around the base of tbe mountain 
from the direction of the station «e 
reached the side where the mountain 
rises straight up for hundreds of feet 
solid granite slab. Without either a 
shrul), or a tree, or any kind of liv- 
ing vegetable growth. This is the 
of tin mountan upon which the 
" United Daughters of the Confeder- 
acy" intend to convert into a lasting 
memorial to the soldiers of the " lost 
cause" They propose to have re- 
plicas of various notable Civil War 
heios, and other war-time group fig- 
ures, such as our Frat visitors saw at 
tin- Cyclorania at Grant Park, chise- 
led out on the solid granite side of 
this mountain. Over half of the neces- 
sary amount of money to accomplish 
this feat has already been raised, and 
the contract for the work had been 
awarded when the outbreak of the 
world's war put an end to the work 
for the period of the war. Since tbe 
signing of the peace pact interest has 
revived and arrangements are 
now underway to rais« the remain- 
der of the reqnlred sum of money to 
complete the undertaking. We saw 
lat form, looking to us no larg- 
er than a dinner plate, built out 
over the top of the mountain, from 
which tlie workmen and material 
will be lowered out over this sheer 
precipice and left to do their work 
dangling there hundreds of feet iu 
mid atr where a slip of the rope, or 
a misstep, means their being hurtled 
to instant death upon the rocks be- 
low. When these ladies dream 
comes true, and these chiseled fig 
ures are an accomplished fact, this 
mountain will become more than 
ever one of the "wonder of the 
world," and will be a monument to 
our civil war heros, which will stand 
for all eternity. We are iu hopes 
that some part of these sculptured 

ires will be Btitabfed and well 
started upon their "ceaseless march" 
across the face of the mountain by 
the time that the N. A. D. clan 
gather here in 1923.

Fresh air and sun- 
shine are found in the new sur- 
roundings, which were missiug in 
the huge apartment house.

October »9, 1921— The Board of 
Managers of the Ohio Home for the 
Aged and Inllrm Deaf iu presenting 
its twenty-fourth Annual Report 
for the year ending August 31st, 
1321, to the President of the Ohio 
Deaf Mute Alumni Association state 
that the past year h^s been one of 
a achievement and prosperity. 

In the 1914 report the fund for 
the Men's Cottage was 425.75, 
which now stands $35,000, mostly 
secured the past year, and with the 
building in a state of consti notion 
that will see it completed and oc- 
cupied by the men early in Decem- 
ber of this year at a cost of abont 
♦27,000. During the same year an 
addition of forty-oue acres was 
made to the propeity of the Home 
at a cost, of $4,000. This purchase 
uuites the two previous separate 
traats into a conditions one relieves 
much in convenience and accidents 
that might occur in driving stock in 
the highway, passing the Home to 
and from heietofore separated pro- 
perties. 

The Home sheltered thirty-four 
people, nineteen women aud fifteen 
men at the time the report was 
made; the largest number under 
care since its opening, and with the 
completion of the new building 
an increase can be expected. 

There were no withdrawls nor 
deaths during the year, two Ladies' 
Aid Societies were added to the list, 
one at Toledo and the other at 
Ptqua. These Societies are the 
mainstays of the Home iu furnish- 
ing aud keeping up rooms, for all 
the members are faithful workers, 
ready at all limes to assist, when 
necessity calls for help, aud it is all 
freely rendered. 

The Board has no reason to worry 
in furnishing the interior of the 
new building, for already there is a 
rivalry to do so These offers hive 
come from persons, clubs aud 
societies :

The boards returns thauks to the 
members and friends of the Associa- 
tion for the hearty oo operation and 
support, and to all who have lent 
their aid without which it could not 
have carried forward the tiust 
placed in its care \ 

Mr W. S Chapman, Ihc Superin- 
tendent, iu bis report gives six 
admissions during the year followed 
by a list of names, County from 
whence came, year of admission 
and age, Hannah Oblingeriu point 
of time in the Home. She has beeu 
there longest, having been admitted 
iu 1897. Her age is 84. Mrs. 
Vanderveer was admitted a year 
later and is 85 years old. There 
are four others who have passed the 
four score milestone. Twenty- 
seven acres of hay were out last 
season, all of good quality, and a 
number of tons of old hay were still 
on hand, 122 bushels of wheat was 
gotten from last summer crop, 20 
acres were planted to com, also two 
acres to potatoes, which produced 
about 75 bushels. Because of the 
bad season, there was no fruit. 150 
quarts of strawberries and 50 quarts 
of blackbenles weie obtained from 
the garden They Were having 
strawberries at the time the report 
was made August 31st, from ever 
beaiing plants, set out last Spring. 
The late raius brought an abun 
dance of lima beams, sweet corn and 
tomatoes. 

The amount of farm products sold 
during the year was $123.62 

By the purchase of the 41| acres 
last summer the Home farm now 
consists of 150 acres.

In conclusion the Superinten- 
dent thanks the Board of Managers 
and officers for their thoughtful- 
ness and kind consideration dining 
the past year.

The slate for the roof of the 
men's building at the Home arrived 
last week and by this lime has no 
doubt been lain. 

Miss Nellie B. Lindsey, IJollefon- 
talne, came to the school this week, 
and is taking lessons iu linotyping 
in the Chronicle office She gra- 
duated from the School several years 
ago aud attended Gallaudet College 
a\year or two. Since then she had 
beeu variously employed. She is 
anxious and willing to possess some 
vocal ion that will give her a good 
living, and has couoluded that 
manipulator of a linotype machine 
is the proper thing for her. 

Ohio has a department for the 
rehabilitation of persons in any 
way handicapped from following 
nuy vooatiou, and the deaf come 
under the law. Miss Sindsey was 
sent here to learu linotyping 
She will board at the school, doing 
some work in exchange for it, and 
spend portions of her time learning 
the trade. Several deaf men have 
heretofore worked in the office 
under this plan, but Miss Lindsey is 
the first deaf woman to be given 
an opportunity. Hope she will 
master the job and become an ex 
pert, and thus open the way for 
others of her sex to earn a living in 
this kind of woik. 

The O. S. S. D. football team 
played a return game on the home 
grounds last Saturday with the 
Graveport, Ohio, High School. This 
time the tables were turned and O. 
S. S. D. carried off the honor, 7to0.. 

The baker of the school, one 
morning this week when he came to 
make up the dough for the day's 
bake fouud the mixer had struck 
machine out of order.
